Through the American Field
Service, Jeri was able to spend
a month in Turkey living with
the Gulsevils, the Turkish fam-
ily with whom she stayed.

The dictionary was the bond
between her and her Turkish
family as they spoke very little
English. Inci, Jeri's 17-year-old
“sister,” could speak a little
English while her brother, 15,
and her younger sister, 6, did
not speak English at all.
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DURING HER STAY in Tur-
key, Jeri lived in three houses
in three different towns: Corlu,
Eregli, and Bakukoy.

“I liked living in Eregli,
which is a village where all
the peasants live, hecause it
was the most interesting!” Jeri
stated and went on to explain
that the people there dressed
very differently, especially the
girls,

In the city they wear Ameri-
can clothes, but in Eregli, they
wore black skirts with a black
headpiece that came down to
drape around the shoulders
like a shawl. Black was worn
as a sign of being conservative,
but only in the villages. It is
against the law to wear this

sort of dress in the cities.

DIFFERENT CUSTOMS were
many, but Jeri found those
having to do with the teen-
agers were comparatively few,
They give up what we would
consider our three most im-
portant privileges, If we had
the same customs as those of
Turkey, the girls would have
to give up makeup, all but lip-
stick which they are allowed
to wear after they are 18 years
old.

The boys would have to give
up their most prized posses-
sion, cars, In Turkey, cars are
strictly for the rich and the
roads are strictly not for cars.

The third privilege we would
have to do without would be
dating. Turkish teenagers
dates and marriages are left in
the hands of the parents,
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THERE WAS only one per-
son who was rather glad to see
our AFS student leave, That
was the postman,

“He had to go one mile out
of his way because I was the
only one in the village that
got any mail. But even with
my leaving, he'll still have to
go a mile out of his way be-
cause now, Inci, my sister, is
getting mail,” Jeri states.

This senior who terms her-
self as being “one of the lucki-
est girls in the world,” made
many friends in a country far
across the ocean,
